The minority denied the claim put 


forward in Chairman Lodge's re- 
port that the peace conference still 
was in session and has power "to 
bring German 
representatives to 


Paris,'' saying such power of com- 
pulsion had been exhausted and that 
Germany "had closed the chapter 
by signing and by ratifying." 


"If an amended treaty is not sign- 


ed by Germany" tho report added, 
"then it is in none of its parts bind- 
ing on her." 


The report mentioned twelve con- 


cessions the United 
States would 


lose by failure to ratify the treaty, 
these including industrial and eco- 
nomic advantages and agreements. 


Reservations proposed by the ma- 


jority, the -eport said, were "for the 
purpose of destroying the league." I 
which hns stood "the test of world- 
wide criticism

tsck." 


Not Perfect 


The minority .urged that the work

the September forecast of Joseph A.

Dept. of Crop Estimates and Wis- 
consin State Department of Agri- 
culture). 


Rainfall cnrly in the month res- 


cued the crop from a

The probable production, bas- 
ed on Sept. 1 condition, is 7-1,347,000

For the United States, the fore- 


casted production of corn increased 
from 2.7SS.OOO bushels on Aug. 1 to 
2,858,000 bushels on Sept. 1. , In 
1918 the production -was 2,5S3-,000 
bushels, while the 5-year average is 
?.777,000 bushels. 


While weather conditions during 


Aujrust were more favorable for po- 
tatoes than in July, insects, particu- 
larly the lea!!-hopper and scattered 


attacks of late blight, further de- 
creased the condition of 
potatoes.

In Mobilization 


When Capt. George F. Imig, She- 


boygan, took Co. H, Ninth regiment 
Wisconsin State Guard, to Manito- 
•w-oc at 3 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, 
he broke all records for mobilization 
and entrainment of a military com- 
pany in Wisconsin- 


It was not intended to have the 


. ccmpany leave Sheboygan until 6 in 
the evening and then it was expected 
some difficulty would be experienced 
in getting the company together on 
such short notice, but through what 
appears to have been a stenographic, 
error the telegram sent to Capt.. 
Imig about noon Tuesday instructed 
him to "mobilize his command and 
proceed toJUanitowoc forthwith" in- 
stead of "mobilize command forth- 
with and proceed."' 


A little later another telegram 


was sent to Capt. Imig informing 
him that a shipment of special arms 
and ammunition had been sent from 
Milwaukee to Sheboygan by express 
and would Arrive there at 3 Tuesday 
afternoon. 'The first message hac 
instructed him to communicate with 
the quartermaster general's depart 
ment at Camp Douglas by telephone 
for his transportatjon.\ 


CoL Charles R. Williams wa's no- 


tified at Camp Douglas to issue 
transportation to Capt. Imig and his 
company and to arrange for the 
transportation of the company from 
Sheboygan at 6 Tuesday evening. 
Shortly after 3 Col. Williams in- 
formed the adjutant general he was 
unable to locate Cd|)t Imig in She- 
boygan and a few minutes later 
word was received that Capt. Imig 
had left Sheboygan" at 3 -with his 
command of 56 men. He had inter-
